IMPORTANT IN MANY WAYS 


Farm Kitchen an institution to Which 
Too Much Thought and Care 
Cannot Be Devoted. 


The kitchen is the most important 
Institution on the farm. 
Some folk* 
will disagree with that statement just 
■ after meal time or In winter when they 
are fat and lazy. But make the same 
suggestion about eleven o’clock or in 
mid-afternoon of a summer harvest 
day and the resolution will carry with­ 
out a dissenting voice. Now doesn’t It 
seem that the most Important farm in­ 
stitution should be efficient? 
Miss 
Carrie L. Pancoast, in Extension Cir­ 
cular 12 of the University of Missouri, 
Agricultural Extension Service, says: 
“The farm kitchen is the farm worn 
•in's most important workshop and Id 
many ways the chief room of th€ 
house. 
Its equipment aud arrange­ 
ment may easily make the difference 
between a tired, over-worked, worn­ 
out housewife, and one who has some 
time and energy left for recreation af­ 
ter the day’s work is done.” This cir­ 
cular has just come from the press and 
contains a general discussion of tHe 
efficiency of the kitchen. 
It also con­ 
tains plans and suggestions for ar­ 
rangement and equipment of the kitch­ 
en. It is illustrated with pictures and 
drawings of some Missouri farm kitch­ 
ens which have priced successful 
Copies of this circular may be had od 
application to the College of Agricul­ 
ture, Columbia, Missouri. 
Too frequently the kitchen is ar 
ranged without regard to the rest ol 
the house or proper location. Too fre­ 
quently, also, the farm woman must 
perform her work in the kitchen with 
tools and implements which were used 
by her grandmother while her husband 
provides the latest farm machinery for 
performing Ills work, lie could not bt 
induced to use the cradle or the flail 
in wheat production, or to prepare hi.- 
land with the wooden mold-board plow 
and the brush harrow. 
Wily then 
should the farm woman have to con­ 
tend with an antiquated kitchen or 
with antiquated equipment. 
Farmers wh> are planning to build 
•mod I their kitchens would 
to apply for this circular.

Native Indians Still Adhere to Use of 
Bows and Arrow s in Thi^ 
Sport. 


Although the Guiana Indians all use 
guns for hunting game, they still ad­ 
here to bows and arrows for killing 
fish, and employ blow-guns and wour- J 
all—poisoned 
darts — for 
securing 
birds and small animals. 
The bows 
are usually of letterwood, about five 
feet in length, and very powerful, i 
The arrows vary according to the pun- J 
pose for w hich they are designed; but 
all are long—from five to six feet— 
with shafts of arrow-cane and a shank 
of hardwood fitted at one end. 
This 
piece Is tipped by a steel point or 
head which is fixed immovably if the 
arrow is for shooting birds or small 
fish; or, if used for killing turtle and 
large fish, Is equipped with a socketed 
head, attached to a long, strong, cot­ 
ton line. 
When a large fish Is struck, 
the shaft floats free from the sock­ 
eted head, which acts as a toggle, and 
turns at right angles when a strain 
is put on the line. 
By means of this 
harpoon-like arrangement the fish or 
turtle is hauled in. 
Neither fish nor 
turtle arrows are feathered, but those 
used In hunting birds are provided 
with two feathers which seem far too 
small to serve any useful purpose. 
With these simple weapons the In­ 
dians creep along the rocky edges of 
tho streams and eddies and with mar­ 
velous dexterity shoot the fish which 
only their hawklike eyes can discern 
deep beneath the surface. 
Naked, 
save for a lap. or loin-cloth, the hunt­ 
er stands motionless as a statue, with 
drawn bow and poised arrow, and, if 
no fish arf: visible within range, he 
“calls the: ” by a peculiar beckoning 
motion of his hand and a low whistle. 
Whether or not the fish actually re­ 
spond to tills command I cannot say, 
hilt tile Indians affirm that they do, 
and. when this method falls, the sav­ 
ages resort P> attracting the fish with­ 
in r a n g e by tie-owing certain pods and 
seeds into the water.—A. Hyatt Mer­ 
rill in Harper’s Magazine.
